God was in Christ, restoring the world to Himself, I] Cor. 5:19. 


That God so loved the world that He gave His only Son so that ANYONE who believes in Him will not perish 
but have eternal life, John 3:16. That if you seek the Kingdom of God FIRST, ALL THINGS you need will be 
provided for you, Matthew 6:33.
